May it please Y'our Gracious Majesty, 

L e > the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, huinblv 
submit to Your Majesty this our Sixty -third Annual Report. 

2. Since our last Report 2S meetings of the Board have been held. We have 
made 512 orders in various matters affecting charities and charity property, besides 
providing for the regular issue of the sums payable to the charities under our 
control. 

3. Eight hundred and forty-one kinds for various charitable purposes have been 
lodged with us from time to time, since the “Charitable Donations and Bequests Act 
(Ireland), 1S67,” enabled Trustees to make such voluntary transfers.

In addition, we receive rents and annuities of the yearly value of £2,354 35 . 8d., 
and the annual interest on certain Charity Funds amounting to £12,073 Is. 10d. not 
vested in us. 

5. Among the funds for charitable purposes placed under our custody dur ing the 
|)ast year, was the sum of £9,800 Government Consols, the income of which, under a 
bcheme framed by the Rt. Hon. the Master of the Rolls is to be applied towards the 
training of Roman Catholic Orphan Girls as domestic servants, or for any higher grade of 

We also received the sum of £1,664 14s. 9 d. cash in Thomas Hodgens’ Charity 
for Kildalkey Almshouse, County Meath. 

In Eliza Barber’s Charity, _ the Testatrix bequeathed £6,000 for building a 
Convalescent Home, and providing superior comforts for the poor and destitute sick 
As the fund was considered insufficient to build, equip and maintain such a Home, it 
was directed by the Rt. Hon. the Master of the Rolls, that the fund should be divided 
®*» three parts, and that after the payment of the necessary costs and expenses, 
there should be transferred to the Commissioners, one such part for the benefit of the 
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Linden Convalescent Home, Blackroek, one part for the benefit of the Convalescent 
Home, Stillorgan, and that out of the remaining third part, .£700 should be expended 
in repair ing and improving the Convalescent Home at Abbey View, Bray, County 
Dublin, attached to the Meath Hospital, and that the balance thereof should be 
transferred to the Commissioners towards the maintenance of the Home. 

We accepted a transfer of a bequest of .£300, bequeathed by Mr. William Walton, 
to the Church Temporalities Commissioners for the Sustentation Fund of the Parish 
of Rmgcurran, in the Diocese of Cork, under Clause 12 of 34 & 35 Vic., c. 102, there 
being nobody competent to give a good discharge for the payment of the bequest, and 
we have transferred the bequest to the Representative Church Body. 

6. In addition to the funds already reported as transferred to us, we have agreed to 
accept the custody of a simi of .£32,S14 l.s. 5 d.. Consols representing the bequest of 
Robert Grahame for the support of orphans in the Male ana Female Masonic Orphan 
Schools in Dublin ; and we have expressed our readiness to accept the custody of a sum 
of £10,000 bequeathed by Ada Hannah Lewis Hill to the Lord Mayor of Dublin for 
the relief of the poor of Dublin during the winter months. 


7. We have sanctioned several applications during the past year for sales under 
the Irish Land Act, 1903, of their holdings to tenants on charity property. 

Among the numerous applications to us to sanction sales was one from the Belfast 
Prison Gate Mission to sanction a sale of the premises in which the Charity is conducted 
to the Church Army who undertook to carry on in them work of a similar character. 
We were, however, reluctantly compelled to refuse to make the order sought as it 
would have had the effect (if extinguishing the Mission and could not therefore have 
been said to have been advantageous to the Charity, a condition required by Sec. 14, 
30 and 31 Vic., cap. 54, which confers on us power to sanction sales of Charity 
property. 

An application was made to us to sanction the sale of certain properties, consisting 
of several churches, manses, and other premises in the North of Ireland held in trust 
for, find recently occupied by, the Methodist New Connection, to Trustees on behalf of 
the Methodist Church in Ireland, on the ground that no good object was being 
attained by the maintenance of such missionary stations by the Methodist New Connec- 
tion, and that the work which it was endeavouring to do in Ireland could be better done 
by the Methodist Church in Ireland. We have agreed to sanction the proposed sale, pro- 
vided that, following the usual course adopted in sales of Charity property sanctioned by 
the Board, the purchase-money or the instalments thereof are in the first instance lodged 
to the credit of the Commissioners, and that the directions of a Judge of the Chancery 
Division in England, or of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales, are 
taken as to the application of the purchase-money. 

8. We have made an Order amending the Scheme framed by the Educational Endow- 
ments Commissioners for the Merchant Tailors’ School, Dublin, directing the School to 
be closed, the school premises sold, and the income of the endowment applied in 
paying the school fees of boys, objects of this trust, at the District Diocesan Inter- 
mediate and Commercial School, Molesworth-street, Dublin, and at St. Andrew’s 
College, Stephen’s-green, Dublin.

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10. Hitherto parties lodging funds impressed with charitable trusts in Court to the 
account of the Accountant-General were not required to serve any notice on this Board, 
and we think it therefore right to call attention to Order LXII, of the new Rules under 
the Supreme Court of Judicature Act (Ireland), 1877, dated 3rd day of' July, 1908, 
requiring such notice to be given in future. 

11 . During the course of the last year our attention was frequently called to the 
expense entailed upon Charities by the appointment of new trustees by the Court, 
and we desire to call attention to the fact that under *23 and 24 Vic. cap. 136, Sec. 2, 
powers were conferred on the English Charity Commissioners of appointing new 
trustees. 

12. The vacancy on the Board caused by tire death of His Honor Judge Carton, 
K.C., has been filled up by the appointment of Mr. Ignatius O’Brien, K.C. Another 
vacancy on the Board has been caused by the resignation of the Bight Hon. Hedges 
Eyre Chatterton. 

13 . Mr. George Green having been called to the Inner Bar has resigned the position 
of Junior Counsel to the Board, and we have appointed Mr. John H. Pigot in his place. 

14. Our Charity Accounts for the year ended 31st December, 1907, have been 
prepared and submitted to the Local Government Board for audit. 

15. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the “Exchequer and Audit Departments Act, 1866”; and the Appro- 
priation Account for the year ended 31st March, 1907, has been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor-General of Public Accounts. 

All which we submit as our Report, and in testimony thereof we have caused our 
Corporate Seal to be hereto affixed this 29'th day of July, 1908.
